Most of her conversation was about ^horaley and what she said she read in the 
files last nighto She said that when John Joerg had phoned, the message was given

Marge is taking me to the Steak Pit, then I'm going briefly to Barbara's# She 
emphasized that she had told me from the beginning that she could not lay all her cards
